The eggs need not be put into 
the solution all at one time, but as 
tiny are gathered from day to day. 
Do not wash on wipe the eggs as 
it may remove part of the natural 
coating. 
Keep the container covered on 
the floor in a cool part of the cel­ 
lar.
